HERB (ina vanneek A 
WONDERFUL PITCHER 
—_o— 

NEW YORK—A slender fellow with 
a frail physique has become one of the 
greatest world series pitchers of ail 
time. 

Herb Pennock built along the line 
of a feather, but possessing all the 
toughness and durability of a steel 
and concrete dugout in a battlefield, 
equalled the record of Jack Coombs, 
old Athletic and Brookiyn star, when 
he set the Pittsburgh Pirates down 
in the third game of this year’s world 
series. 

It was Pennock’s fifth win in the 
big events and he has yet to suffer 
a defeat. Incidentally, he is the only 
pitcher to retire 21 men in a row in 
seven innings of a series game and 
the only one on record with two three- 
hit games to his credit, 

Previously Jack Coombs was the 
only pitcher to win five games in the 
big tithe events without suffering a 
defeat Pitching for the famous Ath- 
letics he won three games from the 
Cubs in 1910, The following year the 
Giants were his vietims in an eleven- 
inning game. 

With Brooklyn in 1916, Coombs won 
his fifth game, the only game the 
Dodgers were able to take from Bos- 
ton in that five-same series, From: 
‘that day and until Pennock’s recent 
win over the Pirates, Coombs had the 
distinction of being the only pitcher 
to win five games in the big classics 
without tasting defeat. 

Besides his recent victory over the 
Pirates, Pennock set the Giants down 
twice in 1923, beating Hugh McQuil- 
lan ond Jock Bentley 4 to 2 in his
